ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 30.—The city 
was absolutely “dry” to-day. It 
not been so on any Sunday for more than 
two years. and the situation presented is 


the sensation of the present season. It | 
Was the one theme of the Boardwalk} 
comment to-day, and many an old stager | 
found himself unconsciously wandering | 
to a favorite haunt only to be confronted 
by an inhosgpitably closed door, It Is 
estimated that the saloons lost $150,000 
by the strict enforcement of the order to 
close. Gov. Fort’s threat to call the 
Legislature and ask for power to put 
troops here struck terror to all the} 
resort keepers. 

In the full compliance with the law, 
all window blinds in cafés and saloons 
Were up, 80 any one could gaze inside. 
There was not a suspicion anywhere of a} 
side or a back door open for the hove- 
lessly thirsty, and “‘hign signs” of any 
secret order whatever simply did not go. 
It was a case of ‘all hope for a drink 
abandon ye who enter here.” 

A bulletin posted to-day in Police Head- 
quarters read, with just the slightest 
touch of humor: 

Bulletin No. 4, 9 A. M.—Saloons all 

closed. No troops in town. 

Another bulletin, officially signed by the | 
Chief of Police, was printed on a card. It | 
read: 

In 1861 it was “hold the fort.”’ 

it’s Fort holds you. 

“TI don’t believe any town ever was or 
ever will be more completely closed so 
far as the enforcement of the Sunday sell- 
ing law is concerned,” said Chief of Po- 
lice Woodruff. 

Closings were as complete on Atlantic, 
Arctic, and Baltic Avenu2s here as along | 
the Boardwalk, Plainclothes policemen | 
who tried to buy half-pint flasks along | 
Baltic Avenue were told there was “ noth- 
ing doing.’’ Many of the corner saloons} 
on Arctic Avenue were conspicuously 
placarded thus: “ This place is closed. 
"Rah for Gov. Fort.” ; 

Bartenders had a complete holiday, the 
first Sunday one for many a moon, and 
some of them said it was the first time 
they had been able to see what the Board- 
walk crowds really. looked like -on the day 
of rest. Drinks were not even to be seen 
on the tables of the fashionable hotels 
during luncheon and dinner, and the only 
ones—and they were plenty—who did not 
g0 thirsty were those wise,ones who 
stocked up with private supplf#irthe night 
before. These men said they never réal- 
ized before how popular they were. 


Crowd as Big as Ever. 


Some thougiit the closing up on the last 
Sunday in August would keep many per- 
sons away from the resort, but they were 
mistaken. For, if anything, the crowd 
which came to the shore this morning just 
to spend the day was unusually large, 
thousands evidently having decided to 
fake a run dcwn to see how the place 
would take the closing proposition. If | 
these expected any excitement, however. 
they were disappointed, for there was 
no trouble on any part of the island. The 
café and bar proprietors had entered into 
an agreement to comply rigidly with the 
law, and comply they did with the best 
of @race, beginning at midnight pre- 
cisely last night. The police used no 
persuasive efforts and all was as peace- 
ably accomplished as if Sunday closing 
were the most usual of matters at this 
place. 

Hundreds of thirsty tourists, who, fail- 
ing to obtain the refreshment they sought 
in beach cafés during the morning, has- 
tened to Somer’s Point by trolley with the 
assurance that there would be no diffi- 
culty in getting anything and everything 
a dry palate might crave in the bay re- 
sort, fourteen miles from the city. They 
returned in dejection with the tidings that 
Somer’s Point was also “ dry.” 

Somer’s Point Also Closed Up. 

Two years ago when Atlantic City closed 
up Somer’s Point did a big business. 
Trolleys carried thousands there for a 
dime, and the half dozen taverns in the 
little town took in profits enough in 
twelve hours to pay rent and other ex- 
penses for a year. When the Governor's 
Excise Probe Commissioners discovered, 
however, that Somer’s Point, which is 
the home of County Judge Higbee, had 
continued ‘“‘wet’’ on Sundays through- 
out the Winter and evidently intended to 
remain so, they gave utterance to re- 
marks so much to the point that Judge 
Higbee gave the saloon men of his home 
town to understand that Somer’s Point 
would have to close, no matter what hap- 
pened in Atlantic City. The morning rush 
there lasted less than an hour, and by 
noon the thirsty knew that Somer’s Point 
was a hopeless refuge. 

Then attention turned to South Atlantic 
City. which also remained ‘“ wet” when 
Atlantic City went through its memorable 
experience of two closed Sundays. Cars 
bound down the beach ran filled to over- 
flowing. It was current report that the 
three hotels of the place were selling 
quer, 

Word to this effect reached County 
Prosecutor Goldenberg, at his Summer 
home at Longport, a mile away, and after 
2 o’clock this afternoon South Atlantic 
City was almost as firm an observer of 
the Governor’s decree as any other point 
In the desert of the Atlantic, Neverthe- | 
less, crowds continued to go there in cars, 


automobiles, and trains, and by some de- 
vice those who were willing to pay a pre- 
mium did not return unsatisfied, as empty 
flasks scattered along the four miles of 
road clearly showed.

| Needs No Stokers and May Mean Rev- 


olution in Ship Propulsion.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—A newW era in 
ship propulsion is said to be foreshad- 
owed by the successful working of a 


suction gas engine, which is being tried 
M. S. Rattler, an obsolete 


has installed an en- 
gine of this description. The advan- 
tages claimed for the suction gas en- 
gine are that no stokers are required 
and that cheap coal can be used, while 
with an equal amount of coal con- 
sumption 50 per cent. more power is 
obtained than by a steam engine. 

The gas is prepared by passing steam 
and air through a furnace in which 
coal or coke is burned, and the gas thus 
produced, after being cooled and 
cleaned by passage through a scrubber 
filled with damp coke, is sucked off 


| by the engine just as it is required for 


driving it. In’this way only so much 
gas as is wanted to feed the engine is 
produced. 

The suction gas engine needs neither 
boilers nor funnels. A correspondent 
who has been aboard the Rattler de- 
scribes the stokehold as a huge, airy 
compartment with two or three grea, 
upright cylinders in it not at all hot, 
but clean and fre: from the usual ob- 
jectionable concomitants of stokeholds. 

The Rattler’s engine, of course, is 
only in the experimental stage, but 
the clumsy old vessel was driven by a 
50 horse power engine at a rate of 
nearly eleven knots an hour at @ cost 
of 6 cents per ten :niles, 


TAKES AWAY HOUSE DOORS. 


Owner Makes Ineffectual Efforts to 
Dispossess Tenants.

Mr. Otten says that Mrs.

SWIMS WITH TWO BOATLOADS. 


Police Doorman Leck Pulls Nine Peo- 
ple from Blackwell's Island to Shore. 


Dragging the heavy rowboats containing 
nine people through the water after him, 
Julius Leck, the doorman of the Delancey 
Street Police Station, swam the half-mile 
distance from the Blackwell's Island light 
to the Cygnet Boat Club, at the foot of 
East Elghty-sixth Street, Manhattan, in 
thirty-five minutes yesterday afternoon, 
amid much excitement among his fellow- 
club members, the passengers on passing 
boats, and a crowd of 500 spectators in 
East River Park. 

The tow rope was tied over his left 
and under his right shoulder. He swam 
the English side stroke, pushing ahead 
with his left submerged shoulder every 
time he took a stroke with his right arm. 
Until his tows slowly gathered momen- 
tum, their dead weight of almost 2,0 
pounds pulled him back every time he 
took a stroke forward, and the towrope 
wore a red bruise through the shoulder 
of his jersey long before he got through. 

The big steamer Bridgeport passed 
Within a stone’s throw of hin and its 
waves stopped the rowboats and forced 
him to start up all over again. A tug- 
boat, warped side by side with a New 
York Central Railroad car float passed 
still nearer, and a sloop with an auxiliary 
engine, although it could easHy have 
veéred around him, almost ran him down. 

Leck made no special training for yes- 
terday's feat. He left the Delancey 
Street Station at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
after being on duty all night, and had 


only a few hours, sleep before making the 
hard swim. 


RUNAWAY HITS STREET CAR. 
Carriags Smashed and Driver Hurt 
After Two Others Had Been Injured. 


Joseph Pudnick, 20 years old, living at 
306 East 100th Street, borrowed a spirited 
horse belonging to his brother, who is a 
livery stable keeper at 446 Fast 102d 
Street, to take his sweetheart for a drive 
in the Park yesterday afternoon. 

As Pudnick was driving north along 
Lenox Avenue to go to the girl’s house 
a big automobile suddenly turned in from 
116th Street right in front of the horse, 
and frightened the animal so badly that 
it reared, broke the harness, and, swerv- 
ing completely around, bolted at a furious 
gallop south along the avenue. At East 
110th Street the horse knocked down Mrs. 
Kate Muskod, 36 years old, of 122 East 
108th Street, and the wheels of the rig 
passed over her body. Tb« crowd picked 


her up, and after her wounds had been 
attended to at the corner drug store, she 
was sent home, 

The runaway changed its course and 
went west on 110th Street without slack- 
ening speed. East of Fifth Avenue the 
horse, with Pudnick still hanging to the 
reins with the. strength of despair, 
knocked down Charles “Weiner, a two- 
ear-old boy, Hiving at 27 Bast 110th 

treet, who was playing in front of his 
home. He received internal injuries and 
contusions. 

The animal continued on to Madison 
Avenue, where the vehicle collided with 
a southbound pay-as-you-enter car.

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CROWDS CHEER TAFT 
ON OHIO JOURNEY 


Candidate Reaches Middle Bass 
Island After Strenuous Day 
and Night of Travel. 


THOUSANDS AT COLUMBUS 


Makes 14 Speeches on His 400-Mile 
Trip—To Fish, Play Golf, and Con- 
fer with Politicians This Week. 


MIDDLE BASS ISLAND, Ohio, Aug. 80, 
—Day was breaking when Mr. Taft and 
Mrs, Taft stepped foot on the docks of 
Middle Bass Island. The Republican can- 
didate had been shaking hands and bow- 
ing his thanks for twenty-two consecu- 
tive hours on his trip of 400 miles through 
Ohio. He made fourteen speeches. If 
the situation demands his appearance on 
the back platform of a train making a 
tour of doubtful States, he has nerved 
himself equal to any occasion. 

No itinerary which could be arranged 
would ever necessitate a more strenuous 
day’s travel than that of yesterday. Those 
who had the arrangement for Mr. Taft's 
trip in charge thought it would be ad- 
visable for him to remain over night at 


Toledo and take an early morning ride 
to Middle Bass Island. Mr. Taft thought 
it would be better to complete his journey, 
and consulted Mrs. Taft to see if she 
were equal to the occasion, 

“By all means let us go on to the Mid- 
dle Bass Island,”’ replied the wife of the 
Republican candidate. Mrs. Taft retired 
to the cabin for the four-hour run from 
Toledo td Middle Bass Island, while Mr. 
Taft remained on deck, talking with Mr. 
and Mrs. S. O. Richards, his host and 
hostess, 

There is no longer any doubt ifn the 
mind of any Ohio politician about the ad- 
vantages to Taft’s candidacy of his trip 
of the State. The politicians had been 
vnder the impression that the voters of 
the State were apathetic. There had been 
no campaign hurrying, no marching clubs, 
and no wild demonstration, hence the 
politicians argued the voters were indif- 
ferent. Everybody knows better now. 
The Tatt train did not reach Columbus 
until 8 o’clock. There was a crowd num- 
bering several thousand waiting for it. 

The campaign clubs brought red fire 
and various attributes for making a 
noise; the glee clubs sang songs about 
“ Billie Taft,’’ and the crowd whooped 
and yelled, and the candidate made a 
speech, 

Crowds at the Stations, “ 

From this time until “Toledo was 
reached at midnight the demonstration 
was reproduced every fifteen or twenty 
minutes. Mr, and Mrs. Taft left their 
own car to visit C. T. Lewis. of Toledo, 
President of the Middle Bass Island Club. 
in his private car. The crowds at the 
various towns assembled at the station, 
but the long train of twelve cars did not 
bring to them at the stops the man they 
wished to applaud. 

Pushing, shouting, and cheering for 
Taft they would make their way to the 
rear of the train, and Mr. Taft would 
come forward and express his apprecia- 
tion of interest they had shown in com- 
ing to see him, 

At Kenton, Marysville, Findlay, and 
Bowling Green the crowds which came to 
greet Mr. Taft numbered in the thou- 
sands. Every hamlet celebrated the 
passing through of the State’s candidate. 
Mr. Taft was pleased. He couldn't have 
been otherwise, and he made no effort 
to conceal his satisfaction at the inter- 
est developed. Several politicians who 
want him to make a speaking tour of 
debatable States thought the time pro- 
pitious to urge him to do so. 

Mr. Taft’s advisers differ as to the ad- 
visability of an extensive speaking tour. 
Mr. Hitchcock, the National Chairman, 
has advised against it, Mr. Vorys, the 
Ohio manager, is insisting upon it. Mr. 
Taft’s idea is that if he makes any | 
speeches outside of Ohio they should be 
confined to a few appointments for set 
speeches in important centres. It is/ 
probable that if'any change is made from 
the plan tentatively agreed upon when 
Mr. Hitchcock conferred with the can- 
,didate at Hot Springs the compromise | 
‘suggestion of Mr. Taft will be adopted. | 

Although it wits 5 o’clock this morning 
before Mr. and Mrs. Taft went to their 
cottage at Middle Bass, they arose this 
morning for a late breakfast, and at- 
tended morning services at the Iittle 
chapel, attended by denominations rep- 
resented on the island. 

“IT had five good hours of unbroken 
rest," remarked Mr. Taft to a group of | 
newspaper men, each of whom had taken 
eight hours, “and I feel as good as any 
of you look." 


No Style on Middle Bass, 


Middle Bass Island, where Mr. Taft 
will remain for a week, is a popular Ohio 
resort. It is 2144 miles long by three- 
quarters of a mile wide. The upper end 
of the island is owned by the Middle 
Bass Island Club, composed almost ex- 
clusively of Ohioans. The attractive | 
clubhouse is surrounded by cottages, and 
the surroundings are most restful and/} 
homelike. There is no attempt at dress | 
or style, and except on ceremonial occa- | 
sions the only man ever seen in a dress | 
suit is Gen. J. Warren Keifer. Gen. } 
Keifer wears a dress coat during the ses- | 
sions of Congress, and he wears the same | 
coat when he goes fishing at Middle Bass. | 

Mr. Taft will attend the Grand Army | 
reunion at Toledo Wednesday. 

Senator Foraker will make a speech 
Tuesday at the dedication of a monument 
at Fort Meigs, and also is expected 
Wednesday at Toledo. . 

The Ohio newspapers continue thelr dis- 
cussions of efforts among the politicians 
to compromise the differences between 
Mr. Taft and Senator Foraker. The situ- 
ation, however, is in no wise changed, and 
will not be until Senator Foraker aban- 
dons his hostility to the policies for which 
Mr. Taft has declared. 

During the week Mr. Taft will divide his 
time between fishing for bass, which is 
done from small boats, and playing his 
favorite game of golf. He will also hold 
several conferences with Ohio politicians. 
Ex-Gov. Herrick will be here the first of 
the week, and Secretary Garfield will 
spend a couple of days here.

LONDON, Aug. 80.—London’s hotel 
keeping crisis, to Which attention was 
called in yesterday’s dispatches in 
THE NeW YorK Stnpay ‘TIMES, is 
arousing much comment. Hotel se- 
curities stand at a heavy discount in 
the market. 

The Carlton’s ordinary :iares, of the} 
nominal value of £1, are quoted at| 
12 shillings; the savoy'’s ordinary £10 
shares are worth £4%; the Cecil’s| 
preference shares, issued at £5, are 
at £2%, and the Gordon Hotel's ordi- 
nary £10 shares are worth £34. These 
are only examples illustrative of the 
general situation. The only explana- 
tion of this dismal state of affairs is 
said to be excessive competition, which 
leads the hotel companies into at- 
tempts to attract guests by extravagant | 
expenditure. 
- George Cooke, managing Director of | 
a chain of big hotels, agrees with Lord | 
Bessborough that London is _ over- 
stocked with hotels. 

‘““No more enterprises of the kind! 
should be contemplated for ten years 
to come,” said he yesterday. “The! 
palatial establishments now in exist- 
ence have reached the limit, both as 
regards luxury and cheapness of tariff. 
The fierce competition which now ex- 
ists benefits the public at the expense 
of the shareholders.”

This afternoon Frank Hope, son of 
Peter Hope, a White Plains grocer, was

Tightly drawn around his neck was @ 
black belt worn by men. It was tied so 
tight that it cut into the flesh. The top 
of the man’s skull was crushed

Upon the arrival of Coroner Squires and 
Sheriff Lane they found the spot where 
Fifty feet 
from the Knollwood entrance in the torn- 
up highway were several pools of blood. 
Near by was a watchman's club, ‘which 
had been broken in two by the blows 
which had been rained on Brady's head. 
On the opposite side of the roadway was 
Brady’s hat, his lunch, and several bot- 
tles of beer. Footprints led to the bushes 
north of the State Road, and across a va- 
cant lot, for a distance of 1,500 feet, 
showing that tha body had been dragged 
by the murderer to the brook. 

The officials immediately started to 
hunt for Pasquale Giovanni, and he was 
found in a shanty run by a padrone 
named Nicolo at Elmsford, about a mile 
away. Pasquale said he had been sleep- 
ing near a steam roller at Elmsford and 
had not been near Brady. Another Ital- 


ian, Known only as “Joe,” told Sheriff 
Lane, however, that he‘had seen Pasquale 
walking in the direction of the section of 
the road in charge of Brady late Saturday 
night. Sheriff Lane examined Pasquale's 
clothing and found several large stains 
which look like blood on his coat. To-mor- 
row Coroner Squires will ask the District 
Attorney to have a microscopic examina-

Two warehouses filled with wines and 
liquors were among the buildings de- 
stroyed by the fire. As they burned the 
barrels of whisky and brandy exploded. 
The explosion shook the walls of adjoin- 
ing buildings and endangered the lives of 
firemen engaged in fighting the flames.

NEW \LOMDON, Conn., Aug. 30.—The 
Pequot Casino, on Pequot Avenue, over- 
looking New London Harbor and Long 
Island Sound, the clubhouse of the Sum- 
mer cottagers in the Pequot section, was 
gutted by fire at noon to-day, with a loss 
estimated between $15,000 and $20,000.

WILLTAMS'S ALIBI 
DOUBTED BY POLICE 


New Evidence That He Was in 
Atlantic City the Night Mr. 
Roberts Was Shot.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 30.—In- 
formation received here late to-night to 
the effect that W. S. G. Williams was in 
Atlantic City on the night of the shoot- 
ing of Roberts, while the latter was rid- 
ing in a rolling chair with Williams's 
wife, caused the police of this city to 
become more firmly set against the hold- 
up theory than ever. 

Detective Wilson, who is working in 
Baltimore, communicated with Chief of 
Police Woodruff to-night, telling him that 
flaws had been found in Williams’s alibi, 
and that the husband of "Mrs. Williams is 
not out of the case yet. The police now 
say they are sure from the information 
received that a revengeful relative of 
Mrs. Williams did the shooting, and that 
Roberts knew who did it at the time. 

Chief of Police Woodruff said: ‘‘ Tho 
robbery theory never did amount to muck 
in our minds. We felt certain from the 
first that the shooting was the result 
of a deeper motive. We suspected that 
the parties concerned in it knew far 
more than they were telling, but we 
could not make them talk. Detective 
Wilson, who has been working in Balti- 
more, has proof that Williams’s alibi is 
not as strong as it appears.” 

Information from Pittsburg to-night is 
that Talbot Williams of Rowland Park, 
Baltimore, who was traveling in that 
city, told the police that his cousin, the 
husband of Mrs. Williams, was here on 
the night the affair -happened. Talbot 
Williams spoke to his cousin, he said, but 
the latter, pretending that it was g case 
of mistaken identity, did not answer. 

With this new evidence in their posses- 
sion, the police have determined that Rob- 
erts shall talk as soon as he is able. Ha 


is said to have expected some such trag~« 


edy as occurred, and the chair pusher says 
the conversation he overheard by the chair 
occupants wag far from friendly.

‘CHINESE TELL OF CRUELTY. 


Sailors Threaten Sulcide If Compelled 
to Continue in Steamship Rickmers. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—An appeal 
Consul of 
this city to-morrow by the Rev. Fred- 
erick Poole, head of the Chinese Mission 
in Philadelphia, to investigte and afford 
some relief for the Chinese members of 
the crew of the German tank steamshiv 
Andre Rickmers, now at this port from 
Singapore, because of the alleged abuse 
of these Orientals at the hands of the of- 
ficers of the shiv. 

On Saturday Mr. Poole received a let- 
ter from four members of the crew, in 
which they said: 

“If we have to leave this city on this 
ship four of us will drown ourselves. We 
don’t know why they abuse us like this, 
except that we cannot land in the United 
States to explain our troubles. We hope 
your Honor (meaning Mr. Poole) will try 
to save our lives.” 

After going to the quarters of the crew 
to-day Mr. Poole began to distribute | 
Chinese literature and question the 
Chinamen. The officers evidently sus- 
pected the plan to obtain information, 


and ordered the visitor to leave. The; 
crew followed to the rail of the ship and 
conversed with Mr. Poole on shore, They 
said the officers had beaten’ them, 
clutched their necks, and knocked them 
down; The Chinamen on board number 
twenty-seven. 

The Minister was able to gain little 
information from the men concerning the 
disappearance of one of the four men 
who complained to him, which was re- 
ported to the immigration officials on 
Saturday by Capt. Barr.

BRYAN WANTS NEW YORKER 


Another Try to be Made for a Murphy- 
McCarren Truce—Josephus Daniels 
Says Bryan Is Already Elected. 


Chairman Norman E. Mack of 
Democratic National Committee will 
turn to town to-day from 
where he spent the week-end with friends, 
and will immediately devote himself to at- 
tempting to make a temporary peace be- 
tween Leader Murphy and Senator Mc- 
Carren. He has expressed himself 
hopeful that some arrangement can be 
made by which an armistice will be de- 
clared until the National election is over.

“The Eastern manager must be a man 
of rare executive ability and one who 
can keep his forces constantly on the 
move and in line of action. New York 1s 
going to see the liveliest Presidenti:l 
campaign that has been witnessed in 
many years, and the Eastern manager 
will have much to do in consequence. I 
am depending much in this campaign on 
the rare judgment of Senator Culberson, 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee, 
who will probably spend the major por- 
tion of the next two months in this city. 
I am not confined in my selection of 
Eastern manager to members of the Na- 
tional Committee, though the Sub-Com- 
mittee will principally be made up of Na- 
tional committeemen.”’

CEARNING ABOUT CURRENCY 


Thinks Germany Has More to Teach 
Us in Matter Than Any Other 
Country but England.

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—‘ After that of 
England, I think, there is more for us 
to learn from Germany’s banking and 
currency system than from that of any 
other country in Europe,” said Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode Island to 
the correspondent of THE New YORK 
Timms to-day. Senator Aldrich is here 
for a few days’ co-operation with the 
commission of experts—Vice President 
Davison of the First National Bank of 
New York, President Reynolds of the 
Continental National Bank, Chicago, 
and Prof. Andrews of Harvard—who 
are making an exhaustive inquiry into 
the Fatherland’s money system. 

So varied and interesting was the 
German practice and experience, he 
added, that two members of the Mone- 
tary Commission might come over next 
year to complete at first hand the 
studies begun this year. , 

‘“‘ Beyond those general observations,” 
continued Mr. Aldrich, “I cannot for 
the present discuss the results of our 
investigations in Europe. We are gath- | 
ering a gigantic mass of material, 
which is of so exhaustive and intricate 
a character that it will be a long time 
before we shall be able to make our re- 
port—to say nothing of attempting to 
draft anything even remotely resem- 
bling a currency bill based upon the 
information we have gathered.” |

GERMANS IN AMERICA, 


Kuno Francke Urges Them to Aid 
Aims of the Germanic Museum. 


BERLIN, Aug. 30.—‘‘The Tasks and 
Mission of the Germanic Museum of Har- 
vard University’’ have been dealt with 
by Dr. Kuno Francke in an extremely in- 
teresting article in The International 
Weekly. He makes an appeal to Ameri- 
cans of German origin to follow the ex- 
ample of Adolphus Busch of St. Louis, 
and provide money for the carrying out 
of the objects of the work, which he 
contends' will make toward the American 
ideal of the future—the gathering together 
of the quintessence of a]l that is best in 
the nations that have sent emigrants 
thither. 

The author opens by saying that, in 
view of Germany's record in connection 
with the furtherance of the general com- 
prehension of the culture of the classical 
ages, it may appear an anomaly that an 
American, and not a German university, 
should be the first to begin a collection 
of copies of representative works of Ger- 
man sculpture, painting, and literature 
which shall give a picture of the‘history 
of German culture as portrayed by its 
best representatives from the time of 
Charlemagne till the present day. He de- 
clares it would be a mistake to deny that 
the overwhelming majority of educated 


Americans regara England alone as their 
intellectual motherland. This attitude 
has been brought about not only by the 
ossession of the same language, of simi- 
ar political thought, and like principles 
of self-government and individual 
dom, but because England appears to the 
American as the land of his past, as 
his conception of the pert, of life, the 
idyll of his youth, and the home of ro- 
mance. 

A further important fact is that Eng- 
land, before the advent of Schiller and 
Goethe, was only sporadically influenced 
by German art and literature, while in 
music French influence was supreme. 
This French influence was transferred to 
America in two ways—through England 
and directly from France, where Amer- 
ican writers, painters, and sculptors have 
been zealous students of the French 
school for the last generation. 

The great flood of German emigration 
to America had a very limited influence 
in arousing sympathy for German culture. 


As a matter of fact, the millions of Ger- | 


mans and their descendants in the United 
States have had a hard task to uphold 
their own language among themselves in 
face of the prevailing Anglo-Saxonism. 
Very few German-Americans have come 
to the front and exercised influence as 
intellectual leaders or great personalities. 
Every German-American citizen, there- 
fore, he says, should be made to feel that 
he is a representative of the intellectual 
traditions of his fatherland, and the 
means of bringing this about has been 
provided by the establishment on Amer- 
ican soil of a centre of German culture.

Recently there has been a formidable 
movement in the provinces looking to the 
securing of a Constitution, and provincial 
delegations which have come to Peking 
for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the matter have been treated with great 
respect Dy the members of the Grand 
Cuuncil. These delegations received also 
from Yuan-Shi-Kai, a Grandj Councilor, 
who is also a member of the Board of 
Foreign Affairs, assurances that a Con- 


stitution will be granted as promised. 

Recent affairs in Persia and Turkey 
have been cited by the members of the 
delegations, who declare that China 
a in no way be behind those coun- 
tries, 

M. Korotovitz, who was recently ap- 
pointed Russian Ambassador in China, has 
arrived.

FASTEST DESTROYERS AFLOAT 


Ten for Which Bids Will Be Opened 
To-morrow Must Exceed Lusi- 
tania’s Speed. 


Bids for the construction of ten torpedo 
boat destroyers, every one of which must 
be at least four knots faster than the 
Lusitania and equipped with apparatus 
for burning oil as well as coal, and which 
are to be the largest ever built for the 
American Navy, will be opened at the 
Navy Department to-morrow. These ves 
sels are to cost $800,000 each, and for 
every knot that the vessels lose on any of 
their trial trips under the contract speed 
the builders will have to forfeit $50,000 


ef the contract price to the Government. 
The plans and specifications for these 
vessels are being kept secret by the Navy 
Department, and they were submitted in 
confidence to the bidders. It is known, 
however, that the vessels must 
trial displacement of at least 742 tons, and 
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that they must attain on those trial tesis | 
a maximum speed of 29% knots an hour, a} 


speed that will make them among the 
fastest war craft ever constructed in this 
or any other country. 

The bidders will be allowed to submit 
two sets of proposals, one based entirely 
on the plans and specifications of the 
Navy Department and the other set based 
on hull and equipment plans made by the 
department, the bidders being allowed to 
submit their own machinery plans. Both 
sets must contain the plans and specirfica- 
tions for the consumption of oi] as well 
as coal fuel. The contracts also stipulate 
that the vessels must undergo a twelve- 
hour test in the open sea, the speed to be 
developed not to fall below 25 knots an 
hour. They must also go twenty-four 
hours at an average of 16 knots, and 
undergo a four-hour endurance speed test 
at the highest possible speed obtainable. 

Should the speed fall below 28% knots 
on the four hour, or 24 knots on the 
twelve-hour test, the vessels will be con- 
ditionally accepted by the Government, 
subject to the deductions of $50,000 for 
each knot lost. No one concern will be 
allowed to contract for the construction 
of more than three of the vessels. 

Bids for the three new colliers, author- 
ized by Congress, will also be opened to- 
morrow at the Navy Department.

Irish-American Throws 16-Pound 
Hammer Distance of 179 
Feet 6% Inches. 


CALIFORNIAN’S SHOT-PUT 


Western Athlete Makes Good Perform- 
ance in Exhibition— Hayes and 
Sheppard Stars at A. O. H. Meet. 


American Olympic athletes kept up the 
record breaking performance yesterday 
at the games of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians at Celtic Park, Long Island. 
Although a dozen members of the Amer- 
ican team competed, John Flanagan, 
Irish-American Athletic Club, and Ralph 
Rose, Olympic Club, San Francisco, were 
the bright particular stars. The an- 
nouncement that John J. Hayes, the 
Marathon winner, and other Olympic ath- 
letes would compete served to attract 
nearly 15,000 persons to the grounds. 

Flanagan established a new American 
record for the 16-pound hammer throw 
for a 9-foot circle. In his first throw the 
Irish-American hurled the missile 179 feet 
6% inches, supplanting the former record 
of 164 feet 8 inches made by Matt Mc- 
Grath at Kansas City. The throw does 
not establish’ new world’s figures, as 
Flanagan threw the hammer 181 feet 
8 inches at Queenstown just before leav- 
ing for home. The English authorities 
have not,yyet accepted this record, and 
should it be refused for any reason yes- 
terday’s throw will become a world’s 
record. 

The figures for the 16-pound shot put 
were eclipsed by Rose, but as the put was 
made in an exhibition the new record will 
not be admitted. Rose’s best throw in 
competition was 48 feet 9144 inches, or 10 


inches below the record. After the event 

was decided he made two more efforts 

and on the second sent the shot 49 feet 

5% inches. 

ohn J. Hayes again received a flatter- 
ing reception, although it paled somewhat 
in contrast with that of the previous Sun- 
day when he made his first appearance 
on a track in this country after winning 
the Marathon race.

ONLY 4 ENTRANTS FINISH 


Winner Covers Course from Battery to 
Coney Island in Fast Time— 
Boys Fail to Finish Race. 


‘**Bud"” Goodwin of the New York Ath- 
letic Club, a member of the American 
Olympic team, yesterday won the thir- 
teen-mile metropolitan long distance 
championship swim from: the Battery to 
| Coney Island, held uncer the auspices of 
lthe American Life Saving Society. Good- 
win’s time was 4 hours and 80 minutes. 
| J.ouis Manley, also of the New York 
Athletic Club, finished second, his time 


; for the distance being 5 hours and 15 min-- 


utes. Manley was in bad shape after the 
finish and needed assistance. Alois An- 
derly of the American Life Saving Society 
finished third, just three minutes behind 
Manley. F. H. James of the Bath Beach 
Swimming Association was fourth, the 
last man to finish, and his time was 5 
hours and 35 minutes. 

Although third place was awarded to an 
; unattached swimmer named Anderley, this 
| is contested by F. H. James of the Bath- 
gate Swimmirg Club, who lives at 616 
West 185th Street. James declared that 
there were several suspicious circum- 
| stances connected with Anderley’s swim, 
among them being the fact that Anderley, 
using the breast gtroke, kept within a few 
yards of his boat the entire distance from 
the Battery to Norton's Point. The dis- 
tance between the swimmer and the boat, 


according to James, was the same during 
this distance, and James declared he be- 
lieved Anderley was being towed.

| Futurity Makes Biggest Item.in 
Earnings for Season 
of 1908. 


MASKETTE IN FRONT RANK 


Promising Two-Year-Old Earns $35,600 
In Brief Career—Other-No- 
table Winners. 


James R. Keene’s racing stable passed 
the two-hundred-thousand-dollar mark in 
its earnings for the season of 1908 last 
Saturday at the Sheepshead Bay track, 
| when the single item of the Futurity 
| made the biggest addition of the year to 
the stable’s earnings. The stable, which 
last year made a new world’s record for 
winnings with a total of $404,000, is well 
in the lead on the winning list of the 
present year, and, in spite of the altered 


has every prospect of closely approache 
ing the remarkable record of 1907. With 
Maskette’s victory in the Futurity the 


filly took rank among the great winners \ 


of the stable, with three races and a total 
of $35,600 won in her brief career, through 
which she has been unbeaten. 

Maskette’s record ranks in brilliance wit 
that of the champion Colin, winner o 
three races and $50,000 this season and 
of fifteen races and $182,000 in his two 
seasons of racing, while the stable has 
still a third horse that practically is un- 
beaten in. Celt, 
stablemate Colin in the 
last season, and

The other most notable winners of the 
stable this season are Ballot with $28,- 
500 and Helmet with $18,200. In the big 
stable nineteen horses have each won one 
or more races and a total of $420,685. 

The stable’s triumph in the Futurity 
with the winner, Maskette, and the third 
{horse, Helmet, both carrying the Keene 
colors, was the chief feature of one of 
the most singular coincidences in racing 
history, in that the great breeding farm 
lof the late Marcus Daly, dispersed in 
11901, figured directly in the breeding of 
fall the three placed horses. 

Maskette’s dam, Biturica, came from 
Berridale, sold at the Daly sale in foal to 
Hamburg, sire of Biturica, while St. 
| Mildred, dam of Helmet, was bougrt at 
the same sale by Mr. Keene's agent; and 
Ogden, with which Mr. Daly won the 
Futurity of 1896, and the sire of Sir Mar- 
tin, which divided the Keene pair at the 
finish, was bought at the same time by 
John E. Madden. Ogden was the only 
Futurity winner that ever carried Mr. 
Daly’s colors; but the Daly Montana 
breeding farm, Bitter Root Stud, has been 
singularly prominent in the Futurity since 
the dispersal of the stud in 1901, with four 
winners in six years—Hamburg Belle, bred 
by Mr. Daly; Colin, from Pastorella, im- 
ported by Mr. Daly; Maskette, grand- 
daughter of Berridale, another mare im- 
ported by the Montana turfman, and Art- 
ful, by Hamburg, winner in 1904. 

The horses of the Daly establishment 
were further represented in the Futuritv 
by Orme, gave Sysonby, bred by Mr. 
Lux Casta, second to Yankee; Sysonbvy, 
third to Artful and Tradition; and Time- 
ber and Belmere, second and third to 
Ormondale. It is a fair indication of the 
quality of the stud that Mr. Daly assem- 
bled that mares bought at the dispersal 
of his establishment gave as their direct 
produce two famous champions of the 
turf that raced for Mr. Keene.

NATIONAL FORESTS 


Senator Smoot to Recommend 
That They Be Turned Over to 
| States, Cities, and Counties. 


| REFORESTRY THE OBJECT 


| 


| Tells of Remarkable Success of Pube 
| lic Forests of Germany and Switzer 
land, Which He Has Just Visited.

Senator Reed Smoot of Utah, Chairman 
| Of the forestry division-of the National 
; Commission for the conservation of our 
| National resources, appointed by Presie 
| dent Roosevelt last June as an outgrowth 
,of the convention of Governors held in 
| Washington, has just returned from a 
| trip to Germany, France, and Switzer- 
} land, where he has been studying forestry 
| conditions with the idea of adapting some 
; of the foreign forestry methods to our 
| own forests, with the view to preventing 
; the ruthless waste of our forests. With 

him on the trip went Congressmen J. 
Hampton Moore of Pennsylvania and 
| Theodore E. Burton of Ohio. Congress- 
man Burton is Chairman of the water- 

ways division of the National Conservae 
tion Commission, and Congressman Moore 

has taken a prominent part in Phila- 
deiphia’s fight for a deeper channel in the 
Delaware River. 

One result of the trip abroad will be a 
recommendation by Senator Smoot in his 
report to the President that all States, 
counties, and cities be requested by the 
Government to begin at once the refor- 
estration of districts lying in or contigu- 
to them. 

Senator Smoot said 
Hotel Manhattan: 

‘I will strongly recommend that the 
| Government shall figuratively say to the 

states, cities, or counties: ‘ Here, you take 
| over such and such a tract of: timber 
:land for a small price and keep it. We 
| Will administer the land through the For- 
;estry Bureau at Washington, or you can 
administer it yourself provided you agree 
to take care of the property and re- 
forest it.’ ”’

Large Revenues from Forestry. 
The, Senator says that such a proposi- 
| titon would be a paying one to any State, 
| county, or city, for, judging by the way 
forestry is conducted in the three coune 
tries he visited, the revenue from’ the 
‘forests is large when conducted upon 
economic lines. 

| ‘‘My purpose was more particularly to 
| study the administration of forests in 
| Switzerland, France, and Germany,” said 
Senator Smoot, ‘I wanted to compare 
the manner in which some of the re- 
nowned forests of Switzerland and Ger- 
{many are operated with the system we 
have _here. Of course the system of 
handling the forests, as pursued there, 
cannot be adopted in this country, be- 
cause the extent of the forest area here 
|is so much greater. There are now about 
| 164,000,000 acres of forest preserve in the 
United States. But the fundamental prin- 
ciple is the same. They have adopted 
reforestration just as it can be done in 
this country, on a profitable basis. 


Switzerland’s System Ideal. 


“One of the best administered forests 
visited was that of Silhwald, fifteen miles 
outside of Zurich, Switzerland... The city 
|of Zurich owns the forest. It is the best 
| managed forest in the world. One hun- 
dred years ago Switzerland and Germany 
; were in the same position we find our- 
to-day. Their forests had been 
cut away and there was little timber to 
be had. The time came when they had 
to protect the forests. ‘The forest of 
Silhwald costs for administration $16.50 an 
acre. The city of Zurich receives $28.25 
an acre from the output of the forest 
every year. So the net profit to the city 
is $11.75 an acre. The net profit on our 
own forest preserves is not more than 
10 centy an acre. 

‘I had always thought that the cost 
!of administering the Silhwald forest was 
very high. I soon saw my mistake. Not 
a foot of timber that can be used is al- 
lowed to waste. There, in the forest, is 
made excelsior, hammer handles, shovel 
| handles, fence poles; the timber is sawed 
into lumber. Nothing goes to waste. 
| Prof. Meister is the head forester, and 
|} he had jurisdiction over 2,500 acres. The 
forest is divided into twenty-one dis. 
tricts. In every district the trees are 
of a certain age. Say, in District No. 1 
there are nothing but trees 100 years 
jold. They are never allowed to get older 
| than that, as the tree is considered 
;mature at that age. In District No. 3 
|} there are trees only three years old, and 
so on down to the seedling. Every tree in 
'every district is numbered and a record 
of the tree is kept in the administration 
office. One ean see oan the record how 
much each tree has grown at any year 
of its existence from the day the 
is planted until it is matured and cut.

CHARLES BERGER GOES MAD. 


New York Broker Fights Train Crew 
on Southern Pacific.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 80.—Charles 
Berger of New York, a broker who is 
said to have made a quarter ef a million 
dollars in cotton recently, went insane 
last night and fought the train crew of a 
Southern Pacific train for over a half 
hour. 

Mr. Berger returned to this city from 
Catalina a few days ago, apparently in 
perfect health. Friday evening he decided 
to take a trip to San Francisco. Shortly 
after the trafn left River station Berger 
became demented, and, suddenly jumping 
from his seat in the Pullman, seized a 
water carafe from a tray which a porter 
was carrying and smashed it through a 
heavy mirror at the end of the car. 

The porter and car conductor at once 


grappled with him, but were unable to 
hold him, and-two brakemen were called 
in to help, Berger struggled with the 
brakemen and during the fight sank his 
teeth into the cheek of one of them—Fred 
Wilson. 

It was necessary to pry Berger's jaws 
open with a chisel. At Burbank, Berger 
was removed from the train and turned 
over to Constable Catlin, who took him in 
charge. 


KILLED WIFE WITH SHOTGUN. 


Rhode Island Farmer Then Tried to 
End His Own Life.

WESTERLY, R. I., Aug. 30.—Mrs. James 
Teft, wife of a stevedore and farmer of 
Westerly, was murdered by her husband 
this afternoon. Teft has been eccentric 
for many months, and has threatened to 
kill his wife on several occasions during 
the last three years. 

Teft took his double-barreled shot-gun, 
hanging in the basement, placed the muz- 
zie close to his wife’s breast, fired, and 
killed her instantly. 

The shot was heard by Deputy Sheriff

found the murderer standing over his

But Tories Stole Some Pieces and 
Piously Buried Them — One of 
These Turns Up at Wilton, Conn.

WILTON, Conn., Aug. 30.—A portion of 
the statue of George III., erected in 1770 
on Bowling Green, New York, by the 
Americans in gratitude at the repeal of 
the Stamp act, and torn down on July 9, 
1776, by the patriots after the reading of | 
the Declaration of Independence, has 
been found here. According to tradition 
the statue was then run into 40,000 odd 
bullets to be used against the British 
troops, for it “represented his Majesty 
on horseback, very large, and of solid 
lead, gilded.”’ 

Evidently, however, it was not all 
melted into bullets, for the piece found 
in the Lambert house in Wilton is 
apparently a large portion of the 
horse’s mane, about 14 by 8 inches, and 
a considerable ampunt of gold _ leaf 
is still clinging to the lead. In_ 1871 
fragments consisting of the tail and a 
part of the saddle were recovered at 
Wilton and identified as authentic by 
Jacob B. Moore, then the Librarian of the 
New York Historical Society. A _ sub- 
scription was raised and the fragments 
were purchased by the society, in whose 
collection they remain. 

The piece found in the Lambert house, 
it is claimed, was dug up with the others 
in 1871, but when those passed into the 
hands of the New York Historical 
Society this became the property of 
Mr. David Lambert, a Yale man, who 
had assisted in the finding. David Lam- 
bert was murdered in 1894, and since his 
death the house has been closed, This 
account fs given by @ man who saw the 
portions recovered in 1871, and declares 
that. the mane, now at the Lambert 
house, was found at the same time with 
those recognized as genuine by Mr. Jacob 
Moore.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Advance Follows Early Uncertainty— 
The Stock Exchange Investigation. 


Following the sudden contraction in 
trading on the Stock Exchange, which 
| was one of the striking sequels to the 
extraordinary manipulation of the mar- 
ij ket a week ago last Saturday, one re- 

sult of which was the suspension 
| the firm which played the most active 
| part in the operations of that day, the 

stock market last week resumed its 
advance under the leadership of the 
same stocks which ‘in earlier stages 
of the advance in prices had held the 
fmost conspicuous places in the mar- 
ket. The dullness early in the week 
was directly traceable to the feeling 
;of disquiet caused by the manipula- 
{tion of the market by a reckless group 
lof traders, and it was not until the 
| situation created a week ago Saturday 
|was more or less cleared up by the 
|suspension of the house most directly 
{connected with the position in which 
the market found itself and by the 
subsequent adjustment of accounts ef- 
fected through purchases of stock 

“under the rule” that traders at large, 

and more particularly the market op- 

erators whose activity had been largely 
booraseage for recent advances in 

prices, felt safe in resuming their 
beams edie The sharp advances which 
began on Wednesday, and which, with 
relatively unimportant interruption 
were carried forward until the end of 
the week, were in marked contrast with 
the practically stationary condition of 
the market during the earlier days 
of the week, True, on Monday and 
| Tuesday there were some sharp fluctu- 
ations, but the average quotations of 
the leading active issues showed on 
those days only narrow changes. Ac- 

vances of as much as 4 points at mid- 
week in such stocks as Union Pacific 
and Reading made it clear, however, 
that the operations for the long account 
had been resumed with much assur- 
ance, and indicated clearly a feeling 
| that an unfavorable feature in the 
stock market's position had been eradi- 
jcated by the events which 
leariier in the week.

The real interest in last week’s de- 
velopments ‘in the stock market lay, 
however, not so much in the week's 
movements of prices as in another 
outcome of the gross manipulation to 
which the market had been subjected, 
presumably for the purpose of paving 
the way to the covering of a short 
account which had assumed unwleldy 
proportions, and in the correction of 
which serious difficulty had been en- 
countered. In reaching the decision 
to undertake a thorough investigation 
of the events of a week ago Satur- 
day the Governors of the Stock Ex- 
change pursued the only course which 
was open to them. Manipulation as 
flagrant as that which was indulged 
in on that day, carried forward under 
conditions which necessarily attracted 
wide public attention, threatened to 
bring severe criticism upon Stock Ex- 
change methods unless the authorities 
of the Stock Exchange themselves took 
steps not only to mete out punishment 
where punishment might be due, but 
to adopt such corrective measures as 
; might be instrumental in lessening 
| the opportunity for repetition in the 
future of operations such as those in- 
| dulged in on that day. The special 
committee of five appointed the 
Governors of the Exchange to investi- 
gate the alleged wholesale matching of 
orders and other irregularities has he- 
fore it a task of no passing importance. 
Among the rules of the Exchange none 
have in the past been upheld more 
rigidly than those fixing commissions, 
but in these rules the public at large 
have no direct interest. They are 
specifically designed to further the in- 
terest of the Exchange members them- 
selves. The present task, however, has

TO STAY OVER HEAD 


New York Central Wins in City’s 
Fight to Force Them to be 


Placed Under Ground. 


MINOR SAFEGUARDS NEEDED 


Ruling by Public Service Board Will 
Save the Road $1,500,000 to 
$2,000,000, 


The Public Service Commission has dis- 
missed the complaint of John H. O’Brien, 
Commissioner of Water Supply, Gas and 
| Electricity, against the New York Cen- 
\tral Railroad for maintaining an over- 
head high tension system of electrical 
transmission within the city limits. In 
doing so it is expressly stated that the 
commission does not wish to show any 
preference for aerial over underground 
construction, but finds that Mr. O’Brien 
had not sufficient grounds for asking 
that the railroad be ordered to place its 
wires under ground, 

Commissioner Eustis, who conducted 
the inquiry, has, however, directed the 
railroad company to make certain alter- 
ations {n the present construction of its 
overhead system in order to insure great- 
er safety, 

Commissioner O’Brien filed his com- 
plaint against the New York Central last 
March. He alleged that the company had 
failed to get the proper permits from the 
city for its overhead wires, and that the 
permit, which his predecessor, William B. 
Ellison, had issued to it had con- 
tained a proviso prohibiting the erection 
of overhead transmission wires through 
any part of the city limits or across any 
streets or highways. 

At the hearings it came out that there 
was no dispute between the experts of 
the city and the railroad that the system 
put up by the New York Central is al- 
most as safe as any overhead construc- 
tion can be. It cannot be so entirely 
free from risk as an underground sys- 
tem, but except in a few minor points it 
cannot be improved upon as an overhead 
line. 

Mr. O’Brien’s experts contended that 
however safe one made an overhead sys- 
tem an underground one was still more 
free from risks. The railroad did not 
agree with this view, and presented evi- 
dence to show that the trouble they had 
had with their overhead wires was less 
serious than that with their underground 
lines. 

Prof. Sever recommended a few changes 
in the present New York Centgal system. 
He would have the high-tension wires, 
where they cross streets or highways, 
supported by suspension wires of equal 
strength, and he held that where other 
wires for telephone or telegraph purposes 
cross the high-tension lines there should 
be guard poles underneath. He thought 
that the wooden poles at Spuyten Duyvil 
should be removed, and that the over- 
head lines on the west side of the Harlem 
Branch between Bedford Park and Will- 
famsbridge should be shifted to the east- 
erly side of the tracks. 

A point brought out by the Commis- 
sioner in his report is that the New York 
Central is by no means the only com- 
| pany to have high-tension overhead wires 
| within the limits of the city. The Long 
| Island Railroad has forty miles of the 
|same type of construction as the New 
York Central. 

After a personal examination of the 
New York Central and Long Island high- 
| tension lines ,Commissioner BHustis ex- 
presses himself as well satisfied with 
|them,. The New York Central is in his 
opinion better guarded than the Long Isl- 
and Rgilroad. It has inclosed its right 
of way along the high-tension wires with 
a high iron picket fence, while the Long 
Island Railroad has taken no such pre- 
cautions, 

In addition to the Long Island system 
| there are at present in the city, main- 
| tained presumedly under permits from the 
icity, 518 miles of high-tension overhead 
lines, carrying from 1,000 to 38,000 volts, 
; divided among the boroughs as follows: 
|Manhattan, 1 mile; Brooklyn, 180 miles; 
| the Bronx, 80 miles; Queens, 152 miles; 
| Richmond, 150 miles. In addition to these 
| there are 47 miles of overhead high-ten- 
| sion wires carrying from 8,000 to 11,000 
| volts, as follows: Brooklyn, 15 miles; 


|the Bronx, 12 miles; Queens, 20 miles, All 
| of these wires are used for electric light 
'or trolley service, and are strung along 
; the public streets, 

Commissioner Eustic argues that it 
| would be unreasonable for the Public 
| Service Commission to order the New 
; York Central to destroy its present lines 
|and place its high tension wires under 
|ground at a cost of from $1,500,000 to 
$2,000,000, 

Where telephone and telegraph wires 
; have been carried over the high tension 
; wires the Commissioner thinks that the 
latter should be elevated over the former 
| by higher poles. He does not think that, 
as suggested, the high tension lMnes on the 
| Harlem Division should be shifted to the 
| eastern side of the right of way north of 
| Woodlawn, because personal observation 
| 
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the line is at present protected from 
the street by a high retaining wall for 
some distance. Moreover, a shift of the 
high tension wires would necessitate the 
}moving of a large number of telegraph 
and telephone wires. 

He thinks that every objection may be 
met by the lengthening of the high tension 
wire poles along this section of track by 
fifteen feet and the extension of the iron 
picket fence along the entire stretch.
